A coupe was practically demolish­

Bee Is Blamed 
As Colangelo was driving along at 
a speed of 40 to 45 miles an hour, 
according to Patrolman 0 . 8. Harle- 
man, of 
the local 
sub-station of 
highway patrol, he saw a truck ap­ 
proaching from the cast. 
Colangelo told Patrolman Harte - 
man that as the truck neared him 
the vehicle swerved to the left of 
the road. Colangelo said he turned

to 
the 
right 
to 
avoid 
crashing head-on into the truck. 
As he did so the right rear end of 
his coupe 
skidded farther to 
the 
right, the coupe being completely 
off the paved roadway, and the ma­ 
chine crashed broadside into a tel­ 
ephone pole.

Painter, 68, Is Hurt

Robert Paxton, 68, North Stratton 
street, was severely Injured when he 
fell from a scaffolding while paint­ 
ing the Interior of the old Citizens 
Trust company building, Baltimore 
street.

Councilman C. W Eplny renewed 
hLs attack on the Gettysburg Water 
company at the August meeting of 
the borough council, Monday eve­ 
ning in the fire engine house, by 
securing a unanimous vote on his 
motion to call upon the water com­ 
pany 
"to 
give 
Gettysburg 
more 
consideration for purer water; to 
cal! upon them to concrete their 
open reservoir and paint it with an 
enamel to prevent the growth of 
vegetation 
or abandon 
the open 
reservoir and replace it with a steel 
tank reservoir, and to screen the 
top of the present steel tank reser­ 
voir.’’ 
Every councilman at the meeting 
agreed 
with 
Mr. 
Epley’s 
recom­ 
mendations after Mr. Epley explain­ 
ed that an analysis of the refuse 
taken from the stone-bottom and 
stone-sided 
open 
reservoir 
had 
shown the presence of germs. 
Refuse Is Analyzed 
Some time ago the water com­ 
pany was ordered by council 
to 
clean thr open reservoir, which is 
used for emergencies. 
Councilman 
Bender was in charge of the clean­ 
ing, assisted by Gettysburg firemen. 
The cleaners used a pumper and 
several lengths of hose to wash the 
sides and bottom of the reservoir. 
The refuse taken from the reser 
voir was submitted to Dr. 
Henry 
Stewart. clinical pathologist at the 
Annie M Warner hospital, for ex­ 
amination. 
Doctor Stewart’s report 
was submitted to council by Mr 
Epley. 
Mr Epley’s resolution, adopted by 
council, also called upon the water 
company to clean the reservoir at 
least once a year and to drain the 
refuse into an open field and not 
permit any to enter the water mains 
from which Gettysburgians receive 
their drinking water.

pital and submitted to the 
town council Monday evening 
The colon baccili and gas 
forming bacilli indicates that 
the water was contaminated 
and may cause contagious dis­ 
eases,

blue-black mud with a slight 
odor.
